Freighter Jettisons 
Rice Cargo In Pacific 


HONOLULU (AP) — The 
freighter Simon Benson, which 
radioed she was breaking up 
1,400 miles north-northwest of 
Oahu, was turned head on into 
heavy seas late Wednesday night 
as' her.crew of about 45 -began 
jettisoning a cargo of sacked rice 
in the fight to save their lives, 

The U.S. Coast Guard reported a 
message from the Benson's mas- 
ter said the vessel was “cracked 
from below strengthening plate 
to hatch combing.

W BRITAIN, local governrient constitutes 
the art of living together so that the com- 
|munal burdens are shouldered by those best 
} fitted financially to bear them. If the age- 
old question should be asked, “Am I my 
{brother’s keeper?” the answer, as far as 
| Britain is concerned, is in the affirmative. 


Every British subject is, in greater or 
lesser extent, indebted to his local govern- 
| ment for his welfare and existence. He may 
| be rich, able to bear the cost of good health, 
|of good education, but still the citizen is 
indebted to the local authorities for heat, 
jlight, power, hygiene—indeed, for the very 
|pavements he walks upon, left clean and 
fresh for him after the heat and burden of 
the day. 


A LTHOUGH, from time to time, cases of 
graft have been exposed in all their ugli- 
ness, it may justly. be said that on the whole, 
local government in Britain stands as a 
{shining example to the rest of the world of 
upright administration and a widespread 
charity to those unable ‘to bear alone the 
+ difficulties of a workaday world. 


Because of local government ¢fforts, the 
total death rate and infant. mortality rate 
throughout Britain have been halved within 
four generations, Thus a child born today 
has an expectation of life 17 years longer 
than that of a child born in 1850. 


There are several kinds of local govern- 
ment, and they differ widely both in size 
and scope of authority. For this reason the 
whole system is complicated. If, for example, 
you happen to live in a county borough— 
which is quite self-contained and indepen- 
dent—the main roads in your district will
